The reprosentation of external forms by
ther weelinnical properties) has, for a llu:g
time. it wonld seemn, elaimed the clief atten.
tion of photographers, and even at the pre-
sent day, their wltima thule is to produce
clear, sharp piotures, with fair distribution of
light and shade, by the proper nse of chemi.
cals nnd & good enmern, The higher branch of
the art, that which would entitle it to runk as
i fiie ant, is almost entirely neglected, or, at
best, but little understood or practiged. Pho-
togeaphy, so represonted, is npthing more
than good mechanism, aided by chemistry
and natural laws: but it is not until nature,
maochanism, and chs mistry have done their
parts, thut the work of the artist commences,

Hitherto, photography has been denied a
position within the charmed virole of the
liberaul arte, on the ground that its field of
operation did not extend beyond the limits
of mechanical seience; but such is not the
case, for it embodies, to n certain extent, an
element which, if properly oaveied out,
should entitle iv to rank as a fine art. that is,
design,

Photography, then. treated ns o fine art,
and as npplied to portraiture, is not merely
the production of a clear. shurp image or
portriuit, with effective lights and shadows,
masses of drapery placed in BYETY conteiy
nble formy, and relieved by landseape back-
grounds, and a host of objects infroduead at
random, ag accessorien to wnke out a pieture,
Aceessories are vory servieeable in their
proper places, bat should be used intelli-
gently as adjunets to colnposition, or usa
means of balnoving the lights and shadows,

estabbirbed yole, the value of which every
artist apprecintes,

Unfortunately, very fow photographers are
@rtists, hence the production of good por-
traits is generally the resnlt of chapee. wani-
fosted Ly ropeated sittines anil many failnces,
althongh the photogeaphier lins used his best
efforts, with due care to mechanical exeon-
tion; whereas, if he worked by well-defined
art rules, applieable to every subject placed
in his bands, he wonld perecive at once the
diffienlties to be encountered and the reme-
dies wonld readily suggest themselves. Nor
should ke depend wpon aecidental ar-
rangemenis for eftect, which seldom ocenr.,
bnt, when ocenrring, to be recogmized as
valuneble, and seized upon with promptness,

Exery portrait is, more or less, a compo-
sition, whether in the hands of the printer or
llh\'}h'_"_?'hl']"‘.', and the same art-rules Fovern
both, except as to colar, light and shade in
photogrephy taking the place of color: in

fnet, every esvential principle of high art
may be exhibited in  poriraiture, and the

with proper snggestions to his sitter, and
knowledge of the means to relieve the vye,
the diffiecnlties are obviated, or, at least.
greatly lessened.

Presuming thst the artist has acguired suffi-
cient knowledge in the use of the eamera,
chemical and mechanical applinnces, the
lirst point for his attention is the pose of the
figure, and in this the artist shonld not, ns is
often the case, create a position, for, although
it may be spirited, it may not be natural fo
the person.  Attitude has muneh to do with
the likeness, and, with careful observation,
the artist can easily avail himself of a pose
uuite in accordance with the habit of the
sitter,

A portrait is valned more as a faithfnl
likeness than es a work of art, and, while ap-
plying art rules, the artist, if true to himsuelf
and to his sitter, will use his best endeavors
towards perfecting the likenaoss.

The next point for copsideration is the ad.
jnstment of draperies,

Photographers have justreason Lo complain
of the inappropriateness of the many dresses
which appear in their atcliers, particularly
those of ladies, who imagine that the wmost
costly and showy dresses nud ornaments are
required for a good picture, Such dresses
are an abomination of the artist, from the
fact that color cannot be represented, and,
when of light shade with bright ornaments,
the picture will be spotty, and lack the repose
pecessary for harmonions effect: very light
dresses, w5 n general rale, are to be avoided,
ab nlso the wearing of large white oollars,
hundkerchiefs, ete. The best French nrlists,
